Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  of  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1968, 
on  the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  town* 

The  mid-year  population  estimated  by  the  Registrar-General  was  2,270. 

There  were  forty  five  deaths  from  all  causes.  A death  rate  of  19*0 
per  1,000  population,  higher  than  national  rate  of  11*9.  There  were 
forty  four  births,  giving  a birth  rate  of  13*6  per  1,000  population, 
less  than  national  rate  of  16*9.  There  were  three  cases  of  infectious  diseases 
notified,  one  measles  and  two  infective  Hepatitis. 

During  the  year  there  were  twenty  seven  houses  built,  twenty  three  by 
the  Local  Authority.  Applications  were  received  in  respect  of  twelve 
grants,  and  eleven  discretionary  were  granted.  Demolition/Closing  Orders  were 
made  in  respect  of  twenty  three  houses,  and  eleven  houses  were  cleared. 

There  were  eighty  two  premises  registered  under  the  Offices,  Shops 
and  Railway  Premises  Act,  and  six  defects  remedied.  Regular  visits  were 
made  to  food  premises,  with  100%  meat  inspection.  Refuse  collection 
weekly,  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping. 

The  quality  and  quantity  of  water  supplied  was  adequate  there  were  no 
bad  bacteriological  reports,  and  no  action  had  to  be  taken  in  respect  of 
contamination.  The  number  of  dwelling  houses  supplied  direct  from  public 
water  mains  was  nine  hundred  and  twenty  two  and  population  served  was 
two  thousand  three  hundred  and  seventy.  Twenty  nine  houses  were  supplied 
by  Standpipe /Outside  tap.  One  house  was  supplied  by  private  source  in  the 
house,  and  one  from  private  source  not  in  the  house.  The  natural  fluoride 
content  was  0«02  p.p.m, 

I take  the  opportunity  of  thanking  the  Health  Committee  for  their 
interest  in  the  department  and  the  Public  Health  Inspector  for  his 
co-operation.
